mlea will claim me — savage beasts, al- 
ligators. 
hostile 
natives, 
possibly 


starvation, or the pestilent fever which 
reaches out greedy fingers from the 
darS swamps. 
Often I see no'human 


being for three weeks at a time. Yet I 
sm not afraid. 
And I love the jun- 


gle. 


"My wants a/o simple — a gun, some 


liolson, and any old thing to eat. I 
wear bloomers, a long shooting jacket 
with pockets everywhere, and a rub- 
ber hat to protect me from the trop- 
ical rains, which sometimes 
amount 


almost%to cloudbursts. My outfit con- 
tists of a small light bake oven, coffee 
pot, a pot for boiling, a tent, a fold- 
ing cot, and mosquito netting. 


"Sometimes 
I can get natives to 


help me, but often I am compelled to 
carry my outfit, for the Atrato negro 
ia very superstitious. 
He believes in 


uvil spirits, ia afraid of tigers and al- 
ligators, and no money could hire him 
lo sleep In places where I often spend 
weeks alone. 


Sometimes when thwe are savage 


I'enats about I climb Into the treetops 
r.nd spend the night with the monkeys 
for companions. One thing with which 
I have had to contend In this country 
Is the hatred 'Of the natives for nil 
Americans. 


"1 start out with my gun over my 


thoulder from the quaint old city of 
Cartagena, where I make my head- 
quarters between hunting trips, take 
(lie old road leading out from 
the 


city into the wilderness, and paddle 
up the Atrato river to where I have a 
little house built up on poles like the 
other native huts. 
For the Atrato 


river overflows Its banks here for hun- 
dreds of miles, and as in Venice. v:e 
have to do most of our traveling by 
canoe. 


"As I push upstream in my little 


canoe past gorgeous flowering vines — 
which I .know enough to leave alone. 
for death, lurks In their glossy folds 
—under great 
gloomy 
overhanging 


Irees, with immense vines trailing 
down to the water, a strange bird flies 
into the branches of a tree ahead of 
me. 
] paddle softly with my gaze 


fixed on the branches of the tree. The 
boat runs ashore. 


•• "There is a sudden spl«sh, a terrific 
blow over the bow oMhe'eaaoe which 
almost shivers It to pieces, and my 
gaze Is suddenly brought down from 
the bird to a big alligator which has 
been asleep on the shore and which 1 
did not notice. The alligator plunges 
Into deep waur and I am left lament- 
Ing because the bird has taken fright 
and flown away. 


"I don't mount the birds. 
I make 


what are In museum parlance called 
skins. The rarest bird I find in Co- 
lombia and the most difficult to se- 
cure is the jabiru (Mycterla Ameri- 
cana), five feet tall, with a spread of 
wings of 100 inches, a snowy, satiny 
white, with a band of crimson wattles 
about the neck. He is the most diffi- 
cult of all birds to stalk, showing al- 
most human Intelligence in his self-de- 
fense.
